BAD BLUNDER. 


How the Jury in the Reeves Case 
was Discharged. 


—_> + 


A Repetition of the Trial Made 
Necessary. 


What Judge Laughlin and the Deputy 
Sberiffs Have to Say About It. 


Two of Sheriff Finn's deputies established a 
precedent in criminal law last night by dis- 
churging the juryin the Reeves assault to kill 
case and allowing them to vo their several 
ways betore they had agreed upona verdict as 
to the prisoner’s guilt or mnocence. The 
matter has excited more comment throughout 
the city than anything that has transpired for 
many a day,and is one of the greatest blunders 
on record. Nothing else was talked on the 
streets this morning, and atthe Four Courts 
all was uproar. The mistake was made in the 
following manner: At sevenfo'clock last night, 
after three days of patient work in the case, 
the testimeny was concluded, the jury 
of twelve charged, and the arguments 
finished by the counsel on both sides. A ver- 
dict was expected inafew minutes and Judge 
Laughlin instructed Deputies Ryan and od 
nett, in charge, to escort the jury totheir room 
and await a verdict. One of the two requested 
information as to what disposition should be 
made ofthe jury during the night, and the 
court ordered that if a sealed verdict 
be found by half past eleven 
o'clock the deputies should receive it and 
discharge tne panel until 10:30 o’clock this 
morning. The court’s orders were misunder- 
stood and when the hour et 11:30 o'clock came 
the jury reported that they had failed to agree 
upona verdict andthe deputies discharged 


them for the night, ordering them to bein 


court this morning atthe opening hour. 

The mistake was not an intentional one, as 
both Mesers. kegun and Ihounett were laboring 
under the epinion that they were carrying out 
the order of the court. ; 

A reporter sought out the deputies in ques- 
tion to day. They were both busily engaged 
in preparipg a jury list for the ensuing 
week, and did not care to discuss the subject of 
last night’s work. When it was broached, 
Deputy Kyan suid: ‘‘We were carrying out in 
structions, nothing more. We were ordered to 
keep the jury together until 11:30 O clock last 
night, and at that time, if they had not found 
a verdict, to discharge them, and 
we did so. llere the memorandum 
of the Court's instructions.“ 

Mr. Ryan here produced a memorandum, ey- 
idently jotted down as one would make a note 
of an important order, reads as fol- 
lows: 

Sheriff will keep the jury until 11 
o'clock, and, if they do not agree, discharge 
to 10:30 o’clock Saturday morning.“ 

Deputy Hodnett corroborated Deputy Ryan’s 
statement and the reporter sought out Jadge 
Laugblin for his views of the affair. 

„It is the most ludicrous blunder I ever 
knew, began the Judge, and stands without 
aparallelin the history of criminal law. A 
week’s work lost, tor the case beyond

Mr. Officer, ad 
journ Court until the usual hour Monday 
morning. 

An adjournment was at once made, the de- 
fendant was returned to his cell and the ludi- 


ecrous farce was ended. 


Mr. Merrick will not move for a new trial, 
but dema@hd the discharge of his client on the 
ground otf the grievous error. The case will be 
reset but will probably not have a hearing: 


until the January term of Court. 


The general opinion isthat the jury would 
have returned a verdict of guilty, assessing 
Reeves’ punishment at something like 
two yéars’ imprisonment in the 
penitentury. It may be sately said that anoth.- 
er jury will not be discharged by any officer ot 
the Criminal Court until a verdict bas been ar 
rived at.

Strength of German Catholics. 

Official statistics compiled is the Archiepis. 
copal Chancery of St. Louis by order ot the 
Propaganda enabled us recently to furnish our 
readers a review of the German Catholic pop- 
ulation in this city, and that part of Missourt 
surrounding it. Now, other figures emanating 
from the Episcopal Chancery of the diocese of 
Alton give us the opportunity to show how this 
element is represented in that part of Llilinots 
which is in close business relations with our 
city. According to them, this single diocese. 
bas forty large congregations purely German. 

The total number of families belonging to 
these 40 churcnes is 5,383. Besides in 72 oth- 
er Catholic congregutions a con- 
siderable part of the population is of 
German origin and speaks the language of 
the Fatherland. We estimate the number of 
these families at 4,500, so that the grand total 
of all German Catholics in the diocese of Alton 
is 9,883 tamilies, giving about 49,000 souls. 
Counting the 37,000 German Catholics of St. 
Louis, the 28,000 in the State of Missouri and 
the 49,000 in the south western 
part of lilino’s, we get agrand total ot 114,- 
000, all good Democrats, represented as they 
are by the daily and weekly Amerika.

The Decline of Cooking. 
| Paris Correspondence of the London Globe. ] 

The disciples of Soyerand Baron Brisse are 
agitating in tavor of the culinary art, which is 
talling, they sey, into vtter decay. The French 
people are getting more English and American 
than ever, so far as cooking is concerned, and 
that fine cuisine, once so renowned as exclu- 
sively practiced in France, has gradually died 
out. Joints have taken the place of made dish- 
es, and the pseudo epicure has fairly persuad. 
ed himself that a poached egg on toast, or half 
a dozen different kinds of sweets, constitute a 
chef d'une. Dumas could tell him thatthe 
man who cloys his palate with sweet 
dishes as wellasthe man who thinks nothing 
can be perfect without a sauce, is a most un 
trustworthy individual when any one anxious 
to get a good dinner will listento the prompt- 
ings of a grateful stomach, sent up in favor of 
sowe restaurateur who has hit off croute au 
truit or charlotte toa nicety. You can often 
getachange of air, but it seems impossible 
nowadays to get a Change ef cooking. Staple 
dishes are the order of the day, beef, mutton 
and veal, veal, mutton and beef, or duck and 
fowl, are the only pieces de resistance the tired 
appetite—quite as able to appreciate a chanze 
asthe bodythirstingfor sea air and ozone— 
can have offered, Friends of the gastronomic 
art have proposed that lectures on 
cooking should be giyen in public and 
that a society should be founded for the pur- 
pose of encouraeing cooking as u fine art, giv- 
ing prizesfor new dishes or for the excelleacy 
with which entrees zone out of date have been 
revived and reintroduced. A gastronomical 
club, properly organized and carried out, 
would,if expenses were not tooclosely studied, 
achieve a great success, and fill upa regretful 
blank in Paris life. A president has been found 
for a club in the person of Mr. de B., 
who opened his dining-foom 
on Sunday evening, when twelve 
ot the most excellent performers on 
the knife and fork are invited to take their 
seats and discnss some dish, giving a verdict 
which will make or mar the reputation of a 
cook. The most delicate viands of every 
country are passed in review, and the host 
declares that he has as much pleasure during 
the week in concocting the menu as any 
pretty woman éxperiences in composing 
some surprisiug toilette calculated to astonish 
her triends et a society ball. Some people 
waste their fortune utthe card table or iu fast 
living, but Mr. de B. has founda new way of 
spending money and deriving the utmost 
amount of gratification from the outlay.

A Righteous Law. 

Inciana has astatute providing that in all 
cases of judicial sales ot real property belong- 
ing to a married man, only atwo-thirds inter- 
est of such property shall sold. The wife 
shall be entitled to immediate possession of 
the other third,and may have 4 partition to set 
it off to her. This law, however, applies 
onlytothe sale of property worth less than 
$20,000. The Supreme Court ot Ixadiana has 
lately decided that this statute is constitutional 
and valid. TIufs isa humane law, und grows out 
of an enlightened public policy. In many 
States the sale of property under execution ex- 
tinguishes dower rights. Occasionally, we 
believe, statutes of. exemption provide that, 
when a husband's lund is sold for debt, the 
purchaser takes it subject to the contingency 
that, should the wife survive the husband, she 
will be entitled to one-third of the land imme: 
diately upon her husband's death. The Indi- 
anu statute is a much better one. It is calcu- 
lated to protectthe wife and family against 
nbsolute destitution and to preserve citizens in 
eeneral from merciless litigation. It also has

The Necessity of Ventilation. 

Many persons complain of always getting up 
tiredinthe morning. ‘This is very often due 
to defective ventilation of the bedroom or trom 
using anundue amount of warm bedcloths aud 
bedding. Feather beds are too soft and yield 
ing nd partially envelop the sleeper, thus 
producing profuse perspiration. The habit of 
lying too much under blankets is also very per- 
nicious by reason of the carbonic § acid 
thrown off by the sleeper being respired., 
Again, it isa common error to suppose that 
ly simply opening a window a little at the top 
aroom can be ventilated. People forget that 
for proper ventilation there must be an inlet 
and outiet for the air. In bedroms there is 
often neither, and if there isa replace it is 
generally closedup. Again, it isa mistake to 
suppese thatfoul air goes to the top of the 
room. Certainly the heated air goes to the top, 
but the chiet impurity, the carbonic acid, tails 
tothe bottom. There is nothing so efficacious 
inremoving the lower strata of air as the or- 
dinary open hreplace, especially if there is a 
fire burning. No method of ventilatiou has vet 
Leen discovered half so eflicacious.

To the lady we reply, that a sandy soil is the 
best for lilies. If it is clayey sand must be 
udded treely, with leat mold, bog muck and 
plenty of well rotted manure. The bulbs must 
be planted from four to eight inches deep, ac- 
cording tosize. Lilies can be improved by 
removing all imperfect blossoms, and even 
some of the good ones, where there are great 
numbers. The remainder will be much larger. 
As soon as the lily has done blooming the stalk 
should be removed, but the leaves allowed to 
remain until they decay.

Sponge Gingerbread.—One cup sour milk, 
one cup molasses, half a cup of butter, two 
eggs, one anda hatt teaspoons soda, one 
quurt flour; ginger and spice to taste. 

Mountain Cake.—One pound each of sugar 
and flour, half a pound ot wutter, six eggs,one 
cup of sweet milk, one teaspoonful of soda, 
two of cream of tartar; lemon flavoring. 

To Color White Stockings Blue.—Take com- 
mon wash bluing and alum, dip theminit, 
can bave either dark or light blue, according 
to amount of water put with biuing. 

Cup Cake—A cupanda halt of sugar, halt 
cup esch of wilk and butter, three ogy-, 
a little over two cups of flour, a cup of cur- 
rents, teaspoonful: creaw tartar, halt ten 
spoonful soda; spice with nutmeg, as you 
preter.

Berthet’s Romance of Primeval 
Man. 


Love and Adventure in the Quarternary 
Epoch. 


— 


It is the case with most general readers that 
those parts of history which have been thrown 
into relief by the magic touch of Shakspeare or 
Sir Walter Scott are the clearest epochs within 
their memory. True, they have dim 
outlines of great events, but these 
outlines become cameos when they travel to 
the Byzantine court with Count Robert, or to 
Plessis with Quentin Durward. It is urged 
against the historical novel that its history is 
usually incorrect, and, while this is measured. 
by afact, itis also true that nowhere else is 
history so well taught. 

Berthet's Prehistoric World has the advantage 
of being as true as a sunpicture to the period it 
covers. The work is absolutely correct as far 
as present archaological knowledge reaches, 
and yet the facts are never obtruded. Berthet 
has peopled ‘that speechiess past’ with beings 
true totheir eon and to their race in every de- 
tail of speech, gesture and action. The plain 
rudimentary fife ofthe primeval man, who 
knew no more ofright, justice or mercy than 
the sitent law which was giving cohesion to the 
race had developed in his day, is told truly and 
told well. 

All the fairy tales of science have not pierced 
into the dim past, among the dolicho- 
ceptalic men, the human fossils 
that occupiedthe whole face of the earth ages 
and ages before the Aryan race had burst from 
its fountain in the Hindoo-Koosh Mountains to 


inundate tne world. 

The Troglodytes were little better than the 
extinct animais among whom they lived. Their 
only organization was the family. All their 
processes were yet in the gerin state. 

No one who reads the volume will not be con- 
vinced that Berthet isright. The European 
savage, ‘‘Red,’’ almost stands before one in 
all his repulsive barbarism; few characters 
in fiction are better drawn, none are more or- 
iginal, and the family of Cave Dwellers is no 
less remarkable. 

The ‘‘Prehistoric World’’ consists of three 
stories, two of them located on the present site 
of Paris and the other in Southern Gaul. 

The first taie, that of life among the Cave 
Dwellers, depends solely on archaeological 
study for its material. The cave lion and the 
cave bear were contemporaneous with the 
squalid savages who lived thousands upon 
thousands of years ago. 

Tue Family is thus introduced: 

In fact, if we enter the cave, we shall find 
ourselves in the presence Ofa Parisian family 
of that remote period. 

Only a dim tight came through the opening, 
and the fire on the hearth did not blaze. Still. 
we could see that the family consisted of five 
persons—the father, mother, a daughter of 
seventeenor eighteen years of age and two 
boys, one twelve, the other ten. These 
people did not present the elegant 
type of the Caucasian race which at the pres 
ent day is predominant in Europe they be: 
longed, onthe contrary, to a race Similar to 
the Esquimaux or Lapps. They were short and 
sturdy in figure. It would have been difficult 
te distinguish the exact hue of their sunburnt 
and dirty complexions, buttheir skulls were 
of the elongated form nmaturalists call 
dolichocepbalic (long headed), and 
which -hoWws 1 low degree of 
intelligence. Their long. straight Nair grew 
very long ontheir foreheads. Theireyes were 
small, fierce in expression, and had extremely 
prominent brows. Their jaws were also very 
prominent, their noses flat, and in their shave 
less garments of reindeer or Dear skin they 
presented the appearance of actual savages. 

The father, a man hfty-flive or sixty vears 
Old, was sitting near the entrance to the cave. 
lie seemed ill, and his left arm was bound to 
his body by astrip of undressed leather. On 
one of his hunting expeditions a few days 
before th's arm had becutorn by the claws ofa 
wild beast, and doubtless the painful wound 
diminished his usual activity. | 

Illis limbs, like those of his tamilv, were thin 
and silencer, while his hands and feet were 
immensely large. His gray beard mingled with 
his long hair ofthe same color, which tall of 
impurities floated over his shoulders. He was 
lud in asortoftunic of auroch skins which 
left his arws and legs bear. Although no 
danger threatened at the moment one of the 
axes of bewn flint, which have beenfound in 
such immense quantities in the strata of 
rock of that period, lay within his reach. To 
make use of his leisure time he heid in his 
nninjured hand u sort of hammer made Of 
stone pierced inthe middle, with which he 
wassharpeningthe pomt of a stone arrow. 
But perhaps his wound made him unusuaily 
awkward,tor ever and anon he ground his 
teeth and uttered an angry growl. 

The mother und Gaugtter were seated on the 
ground a few paces off, and while the old 
woman was cleaning a fresh piece 
skin with a flint scraper, 
young girl was sewing. by means 
a bone needie andthe sinew of an animal, a 
garment intended for one of her brothers, The 
shape of their garments differed very slightly 
from these of the husband and boys. They 
wore tunics of skins,and the motber, with her 
bair hanging over her wrinkied face, her 
eyes reddened by the smoke, 

flabby neck and auroch skin garment 
soiled with grease and dried blood, was a 
most repulsive specimen of the feminine sex in 
those ancient times. 

On the other hand, the daughter, thanks to 
her youth, had a sort of relative beauty. True, 
hertestures preserved tne indelible signs of 
her race, the prominent Jaws, thick lips, flat 
nose, small eyes, and low § forehead; 
but she did not lack treshness, and her person 
revealed the first dawning cof that coquetry 
which was afterwards to be so prodigionsty de- 
veloped in her doscendants—the l'arisians. 
Thus her long bluck hair, fastened by a 
leather thong, formed a queue in the Chinese 
fashion. She had not sufficient skill to twist 
it, or arrange it on her nead like 
: crown, but the long braid, 
falling now over the right shoulder an now 
the left, was by no means ungracetul. besides 
this cave-coquette wore two necklaces—one of 
wolves’ teeth polished by rubbing, the other of 
shells. Around her arms were several brace- 
lets ms.ce of shells, and even scarlet berries 
recently gathered in the neighboring thickets. 
But the special charm in this 
odd tace was the air of mischievous merrimeat 
which characterized it, and the tendency of 
the thiek lipsto smile, and show the superb 
white teeth. 

Let us finish the description of this family of 
savages. The two boys, squatting near the 
fire, were watching the cooking ot a dozen 
small animals, broilingon the hot coals tor 
supper. Half naked, in their short garments 
they showed remarkable activity and agility. 
With uncombed hair and dirty faces, their 
task did not occupy their attention so com- 
pletely asto preventthem from occasionally 
indulging in noisy gumbols.

The object to be accom- 
plished wus to piace four rocks 
intheform ofa square, and surmount them 
witha colossal slab, to make the ‘‘tuneral 
chamber,’’ after which the whole monument, 
with the exception of the entrance, 
was covered with earth in such 
1 manner as to form an artificial 
mound called a tumulus.

The whole population was compelled to pull 
at the ropes to drag this granite mass; 
two whole months were occupied in the work. 
Then the huge block was placed in position— 
an act accomplisbed by dint of sheer strength 
and perseverarce. But how many poor people 
yielaed to exhaustion ere the task, undertaken 
with such feeble means, was accomplished.

The last romance inthe volume is The 
Foundation of Faris, a tale which has for 
itsepoch the time just before history begins.

So little is known in this country respecting 
that branch of the Oriental Church known as 
the Greek- Russian Church, and its statistics 
are so inaccessifie to most persons, that 


accurate information must be welcome to the 
public. The Russian Churchis divided into 
fifty-eight dioceses, and numbers eighty seven 
bishops, several dioceses having one or more 
vicar bi-bops. There are about 38,000 priests, 
13,000 deacons, and 64,000 clerks. The number 
of monasteries in Russia is 650. Of this num- 
ber 490 sre for males. and contain 6,000 monks 
and 5,000 novices. The convents for femates 
number 160, and contain 3,000 nuns and 8009 
novices. Etforts are now made to utilize these 
monastic esta#b'iishments by establishing hos- 
pitals und schools in connection witn them. 
The orthodox propulation of Russia, exclusive 
otthearmy andnavy, is about 53,000,000, of 
whom 39,000,000 received the Holy Eucharist 
ut Easter. Among those who did not 
avail themselves of this privilege, 9,- 
200,000 were children, and 

abstuine d from reasonable 
tives; sothat only 4,750,000 persons failed 
through negligence. Respecting the mission 
ary Operations of the Russian Church, it may 
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suffice to state that, extending across the east 
ern hemisphere, they have reached our Amer 
ican continent and converted to Christianity 
and civilization some thousands of pagans on 
the northwestern frontier.

The fnstallation of the new Governor ef the 
Passamaquoddy Indians took place the even- 
ing of the election, The cerémonies began 
by each Indian placing a spot of red paint 
on his forehead. The installation § oflicer 
then delivered an hour's address to the 
new Governor, his remarks received 
With close attention. The drums were thex 
beat, and tive squaws were admitted. 
They entered singing, danced around the 
room three times and theu retired. The of- 
ficers of the tribe, numbering abeut a dozen, 
next advanced tothe center of the hall and 
chanted a song, after which each shook hands 
with the new officers. The ceremonies ended 
With a feast, in which a whole ox, 
cooked insmall pieces, was eaten without 
bv addition. About Il o’clock p. m. the 
grand dance began, and continued without a 
moment’s intermission until o’ clock in the 
morning. Inthe dancing no woman is per- 
mitted to be a partner of agentleman,. It 
opens by the whole company marching in 
single file around against the sun. The 
procession in cach dance is 
single Indian with a short horn, which 
he shakes constantly. He is surrounded 
and aided in the music by eight good singers. 
Each song has adifferentatep. Itlasts ten 
minutes, and ends with a grand whoop. The 
snake dance Was last on the list. All seemed 
to enjoy the oceasion. Many of the Indians 
and squaws smoked while dancing. The 
maidens were dressed With great attempt at 
display, and made a pieasing appearance.—

The Great Explorer Tells the Story of 
the Arctic Night. 


—— 


Completing the Northeast Passage in 


July Last. 


| From the New \ ork Herald. ! 

TOKIO, September 20, 1879.—It was on the 
28th of September, 1878, that the further pro- 
gress of the Vega, whose course had been very 
slow for several days previously, was finally 
arrested and imprisoned by ice, and so com- 
pelled to take up her winter quarters. Two 
days more of open weather and sea and she 
would have entered Behring Strait and reach- 
ed Yokohama ten months before she did. Her 
voyage, however, was delayed by the obser- 
vations which had to be taken in various 
places, as well as by the occasional ice en- 
countered, and thus it happened that foreign 
communities were long in suspense as to the 
fate of the investigators. Meanwhile these 
were located, in what comfort can be attained 
in Arctie regions on the east side of Koljut- 
sehein Bay, one mile from shore, in latitude 
67 deg. 7 min. north, lohgitude 175 1-3 deg. 
west from Greenwich. 

During the whole of their sojourn our 
friends Were on terms of amity and cordial 
intercourse with a happy, peaceful and inter- 
esting people, their indigenous neighbors of 
the mainland. 

THE TSCHUKTSCHL, 

These are knewn as the Tschuktschi (I give 
Nordenskjold’s literation). The ship was a 
constant rendezvous for them. The professor 
speaks of them as savages, inasmuch as their 
civilization is not very far advanced, but he is 
enthusiastic in his testimony to their excellent 
qualities, social, domestic and national. They 
do quite an extensive trade between Siberia 
and America, being locally within easy reach 
of many points in Alaskan territory, which is 
accessible to them both in winter and sum- 
mer: in the former season by a solid bridge 
of ice, in the latter by the open sea. 

They employ siedges drawn by dogs, of 
which animals the explorers do not speak 
very highly. ‘This season, perhaps, may 
buve been an exceptionably severe one for 
both man and beast in the particular portion 
of Northern Siberia where the party wintered. 
Nordenskjold says that dogs were plentiful, 
but they were mostly weak and ailing from 
hunger, their masters often being tunable to 
supply them with sufficient food. In this 
connection it is worth while to record that 
eo high an authority as the great navigator 
does not think the services of dogs in Arctic 
exploration very valuable. ‘They are apt to 
be sick and feeble, and their nourish- 
ment is always u matter of some 
ditticulty. During the warm 
months the Tschuktsebi make their trips to 
and from the American shore in skin boats, 
which, from the description given of them, I 
judge must have a striking resemblance tothe 
old Cettie ecorracie or eurragh. The more 
Zenial period and the water route are most 
favored by these Siberian peddlers for ‘their 
excursions. When they travel over the ice. 
parties of four. tive or six traders will use 
one sledge, Which has twenty or thirty dogs 
to drag if. Their commerce consists of the 
Which thev bring from America to the 
other continent, where they barter them with 
the Russians for simple commodities.

NO GOVERNMENT AND NONE WANTED. 

* Presse nt th. Techukts« hiare held to pa 
to Russia a small tribute, which is collected 
ie the form of trifling dues for permission to 

the marts of Nischni-ko-lvm<k and 
Iundry. In spite of this, however, thev 
admit no allegiance, and not one of those 
terrogated I ired to have anv knowedge 
the existence ut st. Petersburg. 
strangely enoug have no government, 
no laus and almost no religion. if anv. <A 
Russian starost is their nominal ruler. but has 
neither authoritv nor ijinthience, In facet. 
there seems to be no necessity fort 
of either the one or the other, for

been vet determined, shows no ailinity to 
thers, On subject, however, it 
teo early to speak with certainty. Lientenant 
Nordqvist, of the Russian Imperial Guards, 
one of the specialists of the expedition, has 
formed a very large collection of their vocabu- 
lary and idioms. and when-his work has been 
examined by philologists it is certain much 
jnteresting light will be thrown upon this 
branch of the subject, and will he Ip to deter- 
mine to What section of the human family the 
people belong. Probably they will be fouud 
to pertain to some special Polar-Monvgolian or 
Polar-Caucasian race, 

HANDSOME SAVAGES, 

The features are Mongolian in = typ. 
than are those of the Esquimauyx or the other 
indigenous tribes of Siberia. The hair is 
yenerally, but not invariably, black, and the 
complexion is decidedly light. young Wo- 
men are often very fair, handsome and ef 
perfect syinmetry and fine proportions. The 
men are tall, above the average height of 
man’s vrowth, some of them attaining to 
very little short of the splendid stattire of the 
best specimens Of humanity in Northern Eu— 
rope. One woman is mentioned to me as be- 
ing of gigantic size, so large, in fact. that she 
might well be shown for money. One of 
Nordenskjold’s attaches has a note—I regret 
at this moment inaccessible to me her 
height and buik, the former being over seven 
lect, 
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DIETARY. 

Kiellman. the able botanist and eld com— 
panion of the commander of the party in 
former Arctic travels, conducted the neces- 

researches inte the ic tary as Well as of 
the district, and has compiled 
inntter enough to form avery valuable and 
elaborate treatise on his return to Europe. 
Hie tinds that the Tschutktsehi are omnivnr- 
ous. They subsist upon the meat of rein- 
deer, bears and seals, and fish and vegeta- 
bles, a fact the more important to be noted 
us they have hitherto been cited as 
of the few races that are exclusivels 
animualeaters. During their prief summer 
they collect a quantity of vegetable food and 
store it for winter use. A dainty with them 
isthe stomach of areindeer. killed when the 
beast has fedto repletion. The belly and the 
herbauve it contains are cooked together and 
eaten with great relish. A similar custom to 
this prevails among the Esquimaux, whom 
Nordenuskjold’s friends do not much resemble 
in face or feature. Nevertheless there are 
striking points of likeness in the dress. boats, 
arms and utensils of the two peoples. During 
the Vega’s long stay no deaths and only two 
or three births occurred among the Tschuk- 
t-chi. 
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HOW THEY COUNT. 

It isa matter of considerable difficulty to 
cstimate their ages with any approach to ac- 
curacy, as theirideaof numbers is very vague, 
apparently notextending bevond eight or ten 
numerals. ‘Thus if they wish to express five 
they hold up one hand, with the fingers 
prend out: ten they represent by two hands, 
twenty with the hands and feet, and if their 
calculation goes beyond that a second indi- 
vidual is called to aid inthe demonstration of 
numbers between twenty and forty. It will be 
apparent from this that the age of individ- 
uals is nog carefully recorded or remembered, 
but some of the people had evidently attained 
an extreme age. Little more, so far, remains 
to say about them or their mode of life, ex- 
cept that they possess a few guns among 
them, are familiar with gunpowder, and have 
in use some American axes, knives snd pots. 
Verv little foreign clothing is employed by 
them, their vestments being almost exclu- 
sively of skin, The nation probably numbers 
ten thousand souls, of whom one-half inhabit 
the littoral between Tschaun Bay and Behring 
Strait and the other half dwell in the interior 
of the country. 

TRUE ARCADIANS. 

Although the deck of the Vega contained 
numbers of them, from S o’clock in the morn- 
ing tie at nicht during her stay, nothing 
was stolen. When desired to leave the visit- 
ors departed. On the whole it is impossible 
to imagine a more Areadian race, though no 
plilosopber has yet expected to discover Ar- 
cadia so near the North Pole. A peoplewith- 
out chiefs and without criminals, experienc- 
ing no difliculty in the distribution of the 
product of their joigt exertions in fishing or 
hunting, whore sole! gn of pride of Wealth or 
fancy is the n of a boat a little larger 
than ordinary, may Well deserve the respect 
they have earned from Nordensk old and his 
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party, and prove fitting subjects for further 
ethnological study. 
THE LIFE OF THE EXPLORERS. 

The months of March, April and May were 
very cold. In June the temperature became 
more supportable,though even until the mid- 
dle of the latter month there was no sign of 
liquefaction in.the snow, which, however, had 
much diminished and continued to diminish 
in bulk by evaporation. Of course the most 
careful observations of all possrble kinds 
were taken constantly during the time of the 
Vega’s deteation. An hourly meteorological 
record was kept by Lieutenant Hovgard, of 
the Danish navy, whe also occupied himself 
with magnetic studies. 

A HINT FROM THE TIDES. 

Capt. Palander, the seeond.in command of 
the expedition, and master of the discovery 
vessel, busied himself with the movements 
ofthetide. From his memoranda his chief 
has made the deduction that, as tidal rise and 
fall are very insigniticant, the sea north of 
Behring Strait must be small, and is probably 
circumscribed by islands between Wrangel 
Land (seen by Long, the American whaler) 
and the Franklin archipelago north of Ameri- 
ca. 

THE METEOROLOGICAL WATCH. 

Barometric, thermometric and other physi- 
cal observations were taken on shore in an 
observatory specially erected for the purpose, 
where a splendid passage instrument, belong- 


ing tothe Academy of S ience at Stockholm 


und lent tothe expedition, had been set up. 
Here on constant duty were one of the officers 
and two of the crew ofthe Vega. Their task 
was mentally hardly a light or corporealiy a 
pleasant one. Each watch was of six hours. 
Those on duty oceupied an hour in going 
from and returning to the ship in a tempera- 
ture almost always at least forty degrees below 
zero, Fahrenheit, and had to remain for five 
hours vtrtually motionless in a house where 
the thermometer marked an average of five 
decrees below zero. 
NO SICKNESS, 

The trial involved in this work was neces- 
sarily asevere one; but no one complained 
and no one suffered in ‘health. No sickness 
occurred on board, and not à trace of seurvy 
ever manifested itself. Good provisions and 
good discipline may, no doubt, be largely 
thanked forthis, though much is doubtless 
OWing tothe superior physique of the mem- 
bers of the expedition. ‘These are all picked 
men, most of them below thirty-five years of 
age, only one ortwoare a trifle older than their 
illustrious leader, whois forty-six years of 
ave. <A little fresh meat—bear and reindeer— 
Was procured by hunting, or from the friend- 
ly natives during the severest months. There 
were also some hares and ptarmigan, but 
scurce and hard to get. As spring 
advanced game became more plentiful, 
and at last flights of birds, in 
dense and numerous masses, came and 
provided sport and food for the explorers. 

FREE FROM THE ICE AT LAST. 

Up tonear the middle of last June the weath- 
er was still cold, below freezing point, the 
shon continuing to evaporate so rapidly that 
little of it was left. Onthe 14th there was a 
sudden change to milder weather. A heavy 
thaw set in and the coast 
land was so covered with mud 
and slush that all excursions had to be dise m- 
tinued. The ice which bound the ship, how- 
ever, Was still so strong that the explorers did 
not hope to be able to leave before August. 
Throughout their staythere had been open 
water seaward, but far from the 
ship. Qn the 16th and of July 
an opening manifestegl along 
shore, but the ice was still tenacious of its 
prisoner. So Nordenskjold determined to 
tuke the steam launch to the sea, embark and 
Visit some Whaling ships reported by the na- 
tives to be near Behring Strait. By 1:30 in 
the afternoon, when his preparations were al- 
most completed, the ice which enelosed the 
Vega beganto move. An hour later Capt.

Members of the tribe 
possessed Remington guns, which were in 
striking contrast with their stone weapons. 
A curious habitof ornuamention exists among 
these people; they make holes in the lip on 
each side of the mouth big enough to passa 
inger throuch and wear in them carved 
pieces of bone or stone, some sbowinga high 
degree ot skilled workmanship. It seems now 
that this custom is giving place to the Euro- 
pean one of weuring earrings. Higher es- 
tem is bestowed by these Esquimaux upon 
than the ‘Tschuktschi aceord to it.

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A SEA BEAR FARM, 

The most important industry of the island 
ix the export of the skins of the sea bear

bade fair to become as olysolete as the rytina, 
butis now thriving and multiplying under a 
wire and beneficent system of protection. On 
one promontory alone the naturalist saw as 
manyar two hundred thousand of the ani- 
mals, Whose fur is in such great request in 
American and European cities. From thirty 
to fifty thousand are slaughtered on Bebring’s 
and Copper islands annually. but only at the 
time when the hair is in the best order. No 
voung or females are gllowed to be killed,and 
otherwise stringent regulations are enforced 
for the preservation of a valuable species. 
‘The result is that their numbers are now aug- 
menting, and they display no fear or anxiety 
on the approach of men, 

AT YOKOHAMA, 

From Behring Nordenskjold came direct to 
Yokobama, where he arrived on the 2d of 
September, experiencing no trouble on the 
passage, with the exception of a severe thun-; 
der storm almost at the termination of the 
ourney. The maintop was split by lignt- 
ung, Which so pervaded the vessel for an in- 
stant that alinost all on board felt a distinct 
shock, as if delivered from a powerful elec- 
trie battery. Asa matter of course and richt 
the callant explorer and his teain hav ebeen 
feted and lionized. All sorts of entertain- 
ments have been devised in their honor: 
they bave been specially presented to and 
complimented by the Emperor. and Japan- 
ese officials have outdone tnemselves in the 
graceful aud profuse hospitality which they 
ure so happy to show to distinguished or mer- 
jitorious strangers.

WATCHING ONE’S BLOOD. 

An Ingenious Method by which the Cir- 
culation of the Blood Can be Ob- 
served. 

[Nineteenth Century. | 

An ingenious method has just been devised 
for actually observing tne circulation of the 
blood in man. IIitherto, except in the case 
of Purkinje’s experiment, in which an ob- 
server can see the circulation in his own re- 
tinal blood vessels, the evidence of circulation 
in the human subject bas been entirely 
circumstantial, derived from the facts of 
structure of the circulatory organs, and from 
the mannerin which the blood flows from 
severed arteries and veins. But by means of 
a simple arrangement, invented by Dr. C. 
Huter, of Greifswald, it is now possible to 
witness the actual flow of blood in the blood 
vessels of another person, and that with sum 
cient accuracy to detect any abnormality in 
the cireulation, and so to obtain invaluable 
assistance in the disgnosis of disease. 

In Dr. Huter s arrangement the patient’s 
head 1s fixed in a frame, something like that 
used by. photographers, on whichis a con- 
trivance for supporting a microscope and | 
lamp. The lower lip is drawn out aad fixed, | 
by means of clips, on the stage of the micro- | 
scope, With its inner surface upward; astrong 
lreht is thrown on this surface by a condenser | 
and the micioscope, provided with alow. | 
power objective, is brought to bear upon the 
delicate network of vessels, Which can be 
seen in the position indicated, even with the 
nahed eye.

server is soon able to distinguish the move- 
ment of the blood stream, rendered evident 
by the speek-like red corpuscles, the flow of 
which, in the cork-secrew-like eapillaries, 
ix said by Huter to be especially beau- 
tiful. The colorless corpuscles are distin- | 
guishable as minute white specks, occurring 
now and again in the course of the red stream. 
Besides the phenomena of the circulation, the 
cells of pavement-epithelium lining the lip, 
and their nuclei, can rea¢éily be distin- 
guished, as Wellas the apertures of the mu- 
cous glands. | 

Besides the normal cireulation various 
pathological conditions can be observed. By 
u pressure quite insufficient to cause pain the 
phenomena of blvod stagnation—the stoppage 
of the flow and the gradual change in the 
color of the blood from light red to purple— 
are seen. A momentary stoppage is also pro- 
duced by touching the lip with ice, a more 
enduring stasis by certain reaceuts, such as 
glycerine or ammonia. 

Huter states that he bas already proved the 
vreat use of **Cheiloangioscopy.*’ as he calls 
the new process, in bis medical practice. The 
variation of the biood-tlow and in the diame- 
ter ofthe vessels, the crowding together of 
the red corpuscles, the increase in number of 
the white corpucles, occurring in certain dis- 
eases, all these may be observed readily and 
exactly. It will, indeed, be at once obvious 
how creat is the importance of a method like 
this, by which an actual observition OF the 
circullation is made possible, especially when

When a new generation, 
whose hards are not imbued in each other’s 
blood, shall replace their elders at the helm 
of state, then and not till then we shall have 
peace; not a hollow peace, to be ruptured at 
the clamor of uv selfish demogogue, buta 
peace founded in mutual trust and confi- 
dence, unalleyed by any recollection of past 
differences.

Would that the South—nd4 
longer the subject ot distrust—could contem 
plate with agencrous pride the mighty material 
development of the great West.,and North, and 
the grand industries and achievements which 
contribute to the high civilization of the great 
East. Would that-the West and East and 
North, with a magnanimity and sense of justice 
befitting a great people, could cherish asa 
commen heritage the history, the honor, the 
courage, the patriotism, the fidelity and the 
heroic cndurance ot the stricken South. Go 
speed the day when the maxim ‘this is mv 
ccuntry’—all ‘nv country, every section, ever Vv 
State, every acre of soil over which the fi sg of 
the Re public floats—shall be embraced by every 
American freeman—pot only as a geographical, 
historical and political fact, but us a living,

Miss Campbell's mother was Lady 
Charlotte Campbell. daughter of the Duke of 
Argvie and the ‘*beautiful Duchess“ Betty 
Gunning, who was first Duchess of Hamilton 
and then of Argyll, and who was famous as 
the only woman in England who was ever a 
wife of two dukes and mother ef four.“ A 
representative of the Chronicle yesterday 
called upon Miss Gordon Cumming, who is 
stopping with a friend in Oakland.

Roualevn 
had led a wild. heediess lite. Ithink he was 
the most beautiful creature lever saw, and 
when be wasa child my mother was so proud 
of him that whenever she was going to Court 
she took him with her. The indulyenee 
he received probably had an influence on 
his character in after years, and helped 
to make him wiliful and headstrong. But 
about three weeks before his death a chang 
came over him which 1 can liken to nothing 
butatropigal sunrise. Such brightness an 
beauty came to his life, End a marvelous grasp 
of things bevond. Ifany external influence 
had been used I should not have wondered it 
it: butnoone had talked to him of such 
things or sought to influence him in any way. 
He was always most loving and gentle, in 
spite of bis wild wars. One mightabout mid- 
nieht, he called his Scotch gillie to him--a 
wild, untaught lad. who had been 
his constant companion in wander- 
ings over the mountains-——and heard him 
tell him how he regretted that he had net 
heen a Worthier master to him. It was from 
this time that we observed this strange and 
marvelous change—this awakening of the mind. 
No one could conceive what it without 
seeing it. Such language, such beantiful 
poetry fliowecLfrom his lips. To us who knew 
him de revealed a new, rich nature which we 
had never known existed in him. I have 
often wished some great artist could Rae 
painted the scene. ‘That rough, old barrack- 
room, with furniti such as a shepherd 
would have kad around him: a uae open 
fire-place, with great logs of wood buraing. 
A goat he was exceedingly fend of would 
stand in the court-yord and listen for bis 
voice, It was constantly finding its way up 
the barrack stairs, when it would tap against 
the door with its horns to be admitted. Near 
his bed was the head of the finest stay he 
ever shot. Upon one of the antlers hung his 
fan, Which he alwavs wanted near him, and 
which was made of eagle’s feathers. On his 
plain camp-bed lay that splendid fellow do- 
ing, With bis magnificent golden brown curls 
thrown back like a halo about his head. He 
was tall and finely buiit—all of my brothers 
were over six fect. He looked like some 
grand lion himself, and his hair 
tawny gold, like a lion's mane, 
alwavs loved his mother, and it seemed 
the future became a dream of her in 
mind. Towards the last he rallied and 
thought he might be going to get well, anc 
seemed to grieve bim. He was afraid that 
could not live up to the new Standard of life 
that had cometohim. We beard him pray- 
ing in the night, Lord, suffer me not to fall 
away fromthee.” It seemed as if his plaver 
was answered, for when morning came he 
was sinking calmly and peacefuily to rest like 
a tired child. When he was dead the High- 
landers, who looked upon hin asa demigod, 
placed bim in his coffin and taid his plaid and 
Highland ornaments upon him. We 
also put in his coffin the most sicred 
treasure he ever had—his mother’s Bible. 
Which she gave to bim at her death., and 
Which he carried all over the world with him, 
though I presume he never looked into it. It 
Was aclear, bright, beautiful winter day in 
the Hlighlands. The snow lay. over every- 
thing, pureand still. The Highlanders carried 
him down to the ake, where we had a steam- 
er to take us to Inverness, whence we could 
Co by rail to our Own place. Our family vault 
is the Old Michael Kirk—a lonely grav kirk 
by the grav sea—and there Roualeyn was laid 
beside his father and mother on a clear, snows 
div. I have often wished that those who 
knew only of his wild, daring. adventurous 
life could know ofthese beautiful last days. 
Within six months Sir Alexander (always 
known in the familv-as Penrose) was laid be- 
side Roualeyn.”’

It is a Gaelie name, and it has always been 
u tradition in our family that it means ‘the

Miss Cumming seemed to think her own 
life hardly worth mention, and was loth to 
speak ofit. She said: 

About ten years ago I went yachting in 
the Hebrides. I was never further than 
England before iu my life. At that time my 
oungest sister and her husband, who we 
india. wrote tome that they had 
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house in the Himalayas for a season,and that 
the best thing I could do was to coms out and 
make them a visit. I thought there was some 
sense in the idea, so took passage on the net 
ship and went out to join them. This was the 
year when Lord Mayo was making the treaty 
with the Ameer which haa brought us 
into 80 much trouble now. 1 
saw on my arrival in India the most splendid 
sight Jever witnessed—a grand durbar (as- 
semblage of magnificent rajahs and their re- 
tainers). That was a delightful year in India 
| —jt was so beautiful up among those snows, 
| with all those mountains covered with rhodo- 
dendrovs. I retuened home by way of Egypt 
and Malta, and spent two or tureé years qui- 
etly at home. Then a great friend of mine was 
made Bishop of Ceylon. I wanted tosee about 
the property left by my brother Jack in 
Ceylon and so I Went, out there. I wanted to 
put up a monument for my brother, who was 
greativ loved by all the people, natives anu 
whites. I explored every nook of Ceylon. I 
madeanumber of sketches of scenes in the 
coffee districts, the ancient cities and the 
beautiful tropical foliage. Then I went home 
again. Within six months Feejee became an 
English possession, and the Hon. Sir Arthur 
Hamilton Gordon, son of the Earl of Aber- 
deen, was appointed the first Gov- 
| ernor. Lady Gordon invited m 
to join their party and I aceom- 
panied them. We sawa good deal of Aus- 
| tralia, spent a year in Feejee and a winter in 
New Zealand; then another vearin Feejee. 
When they were about to return home I con- 
cluded it would be interesting to see the 
Navigator Islands aud Friendly and Society 
groups, and so separated from them. I spent 
sixmonthsin Tahiti and first reached San 
Francisco ona lovely Easter morning a year 
ago. ISpeak of this particularly because my 
expectations differed so from what I found. 
I expected to tind a place where every 
man carried revolver and instead found 
a city where the church bells were ring- 
ing, the streets were full of people and the

California is truly the land of flowers. My 
friends here persuaded me to go down to the 
Yosemite a week, and the consequence was J 
remained there three months and carried 
away with me a portfolio of sketches of the 
sublime scenery. Those three months 1 take 
more pleasure in remembering than any 
other part of my life. The season was so far 
advanced when I came back that I concluded 
to go to Japan and have spent the intervening 
time in traveling over Japan and China,

Our ponderous 
vehicle turns, and with a redoubled clatter 
thunders over the stones of a gray old street, 
well-nigh every house of which has a flagstaff 
over its door, as the custom is in Flanders. 
A communal fete is being held, so each staff 
has its piece of bunting with the national col- 
ors, red, black and yellow. We have just had 
time to notice this when we pull up at the 
door of the Hotel des Armes de Turnhout, 
where everybody descends. A wild man with 
a bald head bursts out of the house brandish- 
ing a napkin, and calls upon the passengers 
to Come on. Wetake him fora free lu- 
natic, but he is only the landlord reminding 
usthatthe table d’hote is served on his 
premises at o' clock. 

How many centuries ago is it since Gheel 
first became a colony for lunatics at iarge? 
The legeud states that St. Dympna flourished 
in the seventh century, and that when she 
died ber shrine grew into repute for curing 
diseases of the brain, insomuchthat many 
lunatics were sent thither on pilgrimages hy 
their friends. In some cases the friends seem. 
to have forgotten to provide the lunatics with 
funds for their journey home, so that such of 
them as failed to get cured remained wan- 
dering about the country until 
compassionate peasants took pity on 
them and gave them shelter. In process of 
time it occurred to some peasants that meney 
might be made by taking in lunatic pilgrims 
at fixed charges, and thus arose the system 
which, with but slight modifications, has pre- 
vailed to this day. There are now three 
classes of insane patients—those paid for by 
the Government, those atthe charge of their 
respective communes and those supported by 
their relatives and friends. The patients who 
are Violent or bedridden pay most, because they 
require stricter watching; but in no case does 
the yearly charge for boarding and, lodging 
lunatics who are rated as paupers exceed 
300 francs per head. Some few patients, 
however, Who are rich and have been sent to 
heel to be cured by outdoor exercise and ag- 
ricultural labor, board inthe houses of the 
wealthier Gheelois, and are charged at rates 
in keeping with their social status. Gheel has 
a population of abont. 12,000 souls, and of 
these about 1,500 are lunaties. The natives 
are not afraid of them; they allow them to 
roam about as they list so long as they behave 
themselves; and very severe laws exist in the 
cglony to punish persons who maltreat 
the poor creatures. If a lunatic knocks 
a Gheclois down the latter, when he has 
picked himself up, must call for help and get 
his aggressor hauled off to the infirmary, 
which is the euphemist name for a buildiag 
that is really a lock-up. Here the violent are 
kept in manacles, or canvas strait-waistcoits, 
and doctored frequentiv with cold water 
douches applied to the head—which 1s ator- 
ture probably quite as acute in its Way ava 
floeving.

Agriculture in England. 

The terrible weather of the present year, 
says a London letter, the inclement spring 
and the utter absence of summer are tending 
to bring agricultural matters to an issue, and 
2s some think, to precipitate the nation into 
eometning like a social revolution. I was 
talking not many days ago to the holder of one 
of the oldest baronetcies upon the effect of the 
distress among tenants upon landlords. He, 
being naturally imbued wth the prejudices of 
his own class, looked upon land owners as a 
sorely tried and much to be pitied race. If 
the tenants of my best farms, he said, ‘‘can- 
not pay me their rents, 1 shall be ruined, as I 
have not got any capital and can not farm my 
land myself. We land owners live from hand 
to mouth at the best of times, and if our ten- 
ants can not keep their heads above water 
they drag us down beneath the surface with 
them. Sell some of your land,’’ 1 said, 
and put the proceeds into good Government 
securities; then you will be all right and hare 
no bother in employing stewards collecting 
rents and depending upon other people’s in- 
dustry or the weather. Sell my land,’’ 
roared the baronet, ‘‘why, I can not 
sell an aere of it, and if 1 could 
I wouldn't.“ What is to be done with 
such people? Nothing short of a social revo- 
lution can bring them to common sense, 
Wbom the gods wish to destroy they deprive 
first of reason! If the aristocratic owners of 
land and the seareely less aristocratic landed 
centry—the untitled aristocracy,’’ as they 
are called—do not wake up tothe solution of 
some of the problems which are now begin- 
ning to weigh heavily upon this country, they 
may tind themselves suddenly face to fac; 
with the difficulties which the laws of entail 
and primogeniture have created for them. 


Fall Care of Calves. 

It often happens, says the Live-Stock Jour- 
nal, that calves make a fair growth in the 
early part of the season, while they get whole 
milk, or even a plentiful supply of skimmed 
pilk; but when these are withdrawn, if sud- 
denly, they are not able to keep up condition.

The pasture also 
usually becomes less nutritious and there is 
the more necessity that some extra food should 
be viven. Here, the most important food 
that can be given as a substitute for milk is 
linseed oil cake or oil-meal. It is the food 
principally used for this purpose by the best 
English feeders. The calf is quite apt to be- 
come coustipated when the milk is discontin- 
ved and the oil-meal is slightly laxative, hav- 
ing asmall percentage of oil, which has avery 
soothing effect upon the stomach and intes- 
tines. It is also very nitrogenous—being in 
this respect similarto milk. It is not neces- 
sary to feed more than one pint of oil-meal 
per dav to each calf. Calves may be accus- 
tomed to cat a quart of oil-meal and mid- 
diings, mixed, before the milk is wholly with- 
drawn. QOnts are an excellent food for calves, 
and they should be taught early to eat them. 
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Balky Horses. 

A Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Animals recommends the following rules for 
the treatment of balky horses: 

1. Pat the horse upon the neck: 
the harness carefuliy first on one side then on 
the other, speaking encouragingly while doing 
then jump in and give the word go; gen- 
erally he will obey. 

2. A teamster in Maine says he can start the 
worst balky horse by taking him out of the 
shafts and making him go round in a. eirele. 
If the first dance of this kind doesn’t cure 
him, the second one will be sure to do it. 

3. To cure a balky horse, simply place your 
hand over the horse’s nose and shut off the 
wind till he wants to go, and then let him go. 

4. The brains of horses seem to entertain 
but one idea at atime; thus continued whip- 
ping only contirms his stubborn resolve. If you 
can by any means give him new subject to 
think of, you will have notrouble in starting 
him. A simple remedy is to take a couple of 
turns of stout twine around the fore leg, just 
below the knee, and tie in a bow knot. 
the first check he will go dancing off, and. 
after going ashort distance, you can get out and 
remove the string to prevent injury tothe teu— 
don in your further drive.

There is a daily use onthe 
farm of chemistry and physiology, that is, the 
understanding of the general principles of 
forces and chemical changes. The conditions 
of farming have changed and books and agri- 
cultural papers will teach farmers how to 
keep up with these changes. There are in- 
creased difficulties in raising crops—books 
will tell how to overcome them. Books and 
agricultural papers make a farmer more in- 
telligent, oliserving, calculating ahd thoucht- 
ful, and better qualify him for his business. 
Orchards. 

A ventleman from the country told the 
writer a few days since that he did not succeed 
in fruit raising. Upon investigating the mat- 
ter, the reason of the failure was very eyj- 
dent, for our friend had set out an orchard 
and then suffered the trees to take care of 
themselves. Young trees were torn and 
twisted, others were permitted to grow un- 
guarded, and Would bear only inferior fruit. 
There is no reason why the farmer should not 
huve good fruit if only as good care be taken 
of the trees as is given the corn crop. Or 
chards require more care and attention nov 
then they once did. ‘They are subject to mo 
contingencies than formerly. So are all otk 
crops. The spread of insect enemies 3 
fungi must be combatted. The farmer 
done this with his field crops, and the f 
grower should do the same with bis orcha 
If he will cultivate his trees as carefull 
the farmer does bis crops, bhe-will suce 
Set out a good orchard, take care of it 
it will pay. 

Wool. 

The value of combing wvol depends upt 
the strength of the stapie, and the strength ¢ 
the staple depends upon the feed of the sheep, 
Whenever there is a falling off in conditions, 
produced by scarcity of feed or ill health, or 
from whatever cause,there will be a weak place 
in the staple. A great many buyers of wool 
judge ef the condition by the weight of the 
fleece. If the fleece weighs well, they say that 
the wool contains too much grease. Combing 
wool requires good care and feed, particu- 
larly in winter, While many makea mistake in 
feeding too much corn. A plentiful supply of 
roots and little corn will produce good wool, 
Fine short feed is what fine and medium 
wooled sheep require, while the long wools 
require pasture. The production of wool re- 
quires care and skill as well as feeuto produce 
the best of the kind. 


Hints About Chickens. 

Chareoal is good fer fowls, and ventilation 
is necessary for their health. : 

Chickens should be kept free from vermin. 
A great many of the ailments of fowls are 
caused by hee.

Some of the *tadvaneed’’ French journals 
have latelv given proof of their innate capaett 
for hero-worship by extolling to the skies the 
civic virtues and moral excellences of a female 
luminary of the Commune bitherto unknown 
tofame. This lady recently am- 
nestied by the President of the Republie, but 
from her lofty nature, the puling 
ment of gratitude is conspicuous by 
senee, if we may judge her 
letter she has addressed to that august fune- 
tionary upon the subject of her pardon, 
Condemned in 187, to transportation to a 
fortitica place. Louise Michel was imprisoned

But as this 
France of mine does not as yet exist. ] prefer 
to remain here among the savages. My hour 
is not vet come. I am proud, and do not 
choose to incur the reproach of moral Weakness 
in the endurance of mv exile. I know tht 
Paris takes a deep interest in me, 
and that the Government would be delighted 
could it discover the least blemish in my echar- 
acter.’’ A martyr to her convictions, 
Louise Michel, offered freedom and returao to 
the real France which, perhaps fortunately 
for Europe, differs so widels from the France 
created by her fervid imagination, chooses 
to remain in a penal colony and to 
iueulcate her peculiar doctrines upon the 
rising generation of Numeans.

The New York Star, of recent date, has the

The protracted demand upon physic 
Strength and the powers of endurance ina 
long-distance walking match is thought by 
many to be exceedingly dangerous and unoat 
ural. It may be unnatural in acertain sense, 
but itis probably no more dangerous than 
any arduous task wherein the several 
functions of the body are brought into con 
stunt play. B constant training the pedes 
trian, betore he enters the arena, has pre 
parcd his physical condition for a prolonged 
strain. kvery muscleis toned up toits high 
est pitch, every organ isin perfect order, this 
condition being brought about by attention 
to recular diet, rest and exercise. When the 
clesing hours of the race approach, the pedes 
trian may Nmp along, suffering from a weak 
stomach, muscle bound limbs, and a sermi- 
distracted brain ; yet afew hours’ rest gener 
ally suflices to recuperate his lost strengthand 
health. 

In the late match, when the plucky lad Mur- 
phy wasstagecring around the track on his 
lust mile, the spectators could be heard on all 
sidesejaculating: It's ashameto allow the 
ladto kill himseifin that style; surely it will 
shorten his existence. Thisis pure nonsense. 
Dr. Robert Taylor remarked as the lad was 
reeling off his finallap: See what training 
willdo. „it all our lads were to pay more at- 
tention to physical culture we would have more 
such as he is to-day. This lad, as lun 
derstand it, has been brought up in a Dbrick- 
yard, where he has been subjected to laborious 
work which has been his truining to a certain 
de gree.“

‘To sum up,sleep is a rhythmical function of 
life. It is performed by the nervous system 
either through a single center or by the ser- 
eral centers connected With various parts or 
organs of the body, from the supreme cere- 
bral centers Which control the immediate ap- 
paratus of intentional thoughtto the ganglia 
that regulate the work of the viscera. 
I belies the sympathetic system plays 
a conspicuous part in the productien 
of the phenomenon, and this why 
the due performance of the function is so 
readily prevented, as it is by disorderly action 
in almost any part of the body, even when 
there is no sensation of pain or of uneasiness 
at the seat of the disturbaftce. People who 
do not sleep well and regularly are peculiarly 
liable to functional disorders: and, converse- 
ly, those who are sutject tothe anomalous 
inaladies and symptoms too often set down to 
fancy, but actually existing and traceable 
with care to some special ganglion of 
the syinpathetic system (for example, uneasi- 
ness in these pit of the stomach,“ or aching 
pain in the lower lumbar region of the spine * 
are disturbed or disorder; slee ‘pers. Sleep isa 
nerve state, whether the part sleeping be the 
brain or certain parts ol the organ, the mus- 
cular svstem or the viscera. The modifications 
Which take place in the vessels supplying the 
organ or system that sleeps are the effects or 
consequence -,iostead of the causes, of its con- 
alition. 

The author devotes a chapter to the subject 
of going to sleep, and considers here the use 
of narcotics for the purpose of inducing it, 
observing that the state they produce is not 
sleep, but a condition of narcotism that 
counterfeits sleep, adding: ‘*When aman 
says, ‘I want a quiet night: I willtakea 
sleeping draught,” he speaks in parables. To 
express the facts plainly. he should say: 1 
want a quiet night: I cannot obtain it 
by going to sleep, or I am afraid to 
trust to the chances of natural rest, so 
Iwill poison myself a little, just enough to 
make me unconscious or slightly paralyze my 
nerve-centres, not enough to kill.’ If this 
fact should be kept clearly _bef®re the mind, 
the use of drugs which producea 
state mocks sleep would be limited. 
The state inaction Which is brought about 
by natural sicepis very different from that 
which is produced lv paralysis of any degree 
The following remarks are important: 

Habit greatly helps the peformance of the 

itial act. and the cultivation of a habit of 
to sleep in a particular way, at a par- 
ticular time, will do more to procure regular 
and healthy sleep than any other artifice. The 
formation of the habits is, in fact, the erea— 
tion or deve lopme nt of a speci il center, or 
combination, in the nervous syst which 
will henceforth produce sles = = iutural 
rhythmical process, if this were 
more generally recognized, persons who 
suffer from-sleeplessness of the sort which 
consists in being simply unable to goto 
sleep?” would set themselves resolutely to 
form sucha habit. It is necessary that the 
training should be speeitic. and include at- 
tention to details. It is not very important 
what a person with the intention of go- 
ing te sleep: but he should do precisely the 
same thing, in the same way, atthe same 
time, and under as nearly as possible the same 
conditions, night after night fora considerable 
period, say three or four weeks at least. The 
result will amply reward the effort. 

The Doetor remarks, very wisely, that 
‘sleep ought to be indue ed by instinct acting 
in response to the sense of fatigue, or in obe- 
dience to the impulse of habit; but when the 
orderly performance of a natural process has 
been interrupted, it is difficult te restore the 
rhythmical sequence of cause and effect.’’ 
As hetruly remarks, „the sufferings and 
discomfort of those who find the act of going 
to sleep difficult, are many 
and various.“ We can hardly, 
from our point of view, agree with the opin- 
ion Which Dr. Mortimer-Granville expresses, 
that it is a mistake, and :tends tothe mis- 
chievous habit of partial sleep, to seek sieep 
ax a Wlief fromtrouble, worry or pain.’’ He 
holds that we should seek relief both for the 
mind and the body before sleep is sought, 
because “if this precaution be not taken, the 
sleep induced will be only ‘loss 
of consciousness or, perha ps, Auto- 
matic, muscular or visceral. but 
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not — 
and general sleep, which alone gives genera? 


repose.’’ We content ourselves with asking 
whether cases are not frequently arising in 
which the only chance apparently of gaining 
relief from pain of body and mind is by obe 
taining, first of all, a little sleep of some kind? 
But we will quote from this really interesting 
little book a valuable passage: 

A constrained or uncomfortable posture 
will often prevent repose. Lying flat on the 
back, with the limbs relaxed, would seem to 
secure the greatest amount of rest for the 
muscular system. This is the position as- 
sumed nthe most eXhausting diseases, and 
itis generally hailed as a token of revival 
when a patient voluntarily turns on 
the side: but there are several dis- 
advantages in the supine posture which 
impairor embarrass sleep. Thus, in weakly 
states of the heart and blood vessels, and in 
certain morbid conditions of the brain, the 
blood seems to gravitate to the back of the 
head and to produce treyplesome dreams. In 
persons who habitually, mh their gait or work, 
stoop, there is probably some distress conse- 
quent on straightening the spioe. Those who 
have contracted chests, especially persous Who 


| 
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have had pleutisy and retain adhesions of 
the lungs,do not sleep well onthe back. 
Nearly all who are inelined tosnore do so 
when in that position, because the soft palate 
and uvula hang on the tongue, and that organ 
falls back so as to partially close the top of 
the windpipe. It is better, therefore, to lie 
onthe side, and in the absence of special 
chest disease, rendering it desirable to 
le on the weak side so as to leave 
the healthy lung free t) expand, it is well 
to choose the right side, because when the 
bod is thus placed the food gravitates more 
easily out of the stomach into the intestines, 
and the weight of the liver does not compress 
the upper portion of the intestines. A glance 
at any plate of the visceral anatomy 
will show how this must be. Many 
persons sare-deaf in one ear, and prefer to lie 
on a particular side; but,if possible. the right 
side should be chosen, andthe body rolled a 
little forward, sothatany saliva which may 
be secreted shall run easily out of the mouth, 
if not uneonsciously swallowed. Again, 
sleeping with the arms thrown over the head 
is to be deprecated; but this position 
wis often assumed ‘during sleep, 
because circulation is then free in the 
extremities and the head and neck, and the 
muscles of the chest are drawn up and dxed 
bv the shoulders, and thuy the expansion of 
the thorax is easy. The “chief objections to 
this position are that it creates a tendency to 
cramp and cold in the arms, ‘and sometimes 
seems to cause headaches during sleep and 
dreams. These small matters often make or 
mar comfort in sleeping.
